GAY PANIC 

In Minnesota, you can still use 
scary gay guys as a defense for murder 


O n March 11, 2012, Kenneth 
McDaniel's body lay near the 
entrance to his business, the Cin- 
emaX adulttheater in Ottumwa, 
Iowa. His head had been bludgeoned by a 
crow bar. His neck showed signs of stran¬ 
gulation. 

Security footage revealed a suspect enter¬ 
ing the theater and leaving with a black 
bag in tow. 

The state charged Bruce Pollard with 
first-degree murder and first-degree rob¬ 
bery. Pollard claimed self-defense, alleging 
that McDaniel had sat “real close” to him, 
and he panicked. 

The jury rejected this defense and found 
Pollard guilty of both counts. 

Pollard’s excuse for murder is an example 
of a “gay panic” defense, when people claim 
an LGBTQ person’s unwanted advances 
caused them to injure or kill in self-defense. 
Sen. Scott Dibble (DFL-Minneapolis) 


has introduced a bill that would ban the 
defense in Minnesota. Yet it’s now stuck in 
the Judiciary and Public Safety Finance and 
Policy committee, headed by Sen. Warren 
Limmer (R-Maple Grove), who happens to 
be a chief author on the 2012 constitutional 
amendment that would have banned gay 
marriage. 

“I’m going to talk to [Limmer] and try 
to persuade him that [the bill] has merit,” 
Dibble says. “Frankly, I am not hopeful he’ll 
give me a hearing... but I’m going to try.” 

Defenses like Pollard’s have been used 
since the 1960s. It was employed in the 
infamous case of Matthew Shepard, the 
Wyoming man tortured to death in 1998, 
and Scott Amedure, who was killed after 
declaring his crush on another man on an 
unaired episode of The Jenny Jones Show. 

In both of those cases, the defense failed, 
but even having it as an option brings up 
“very fraught issues, because... [it] really

furthers stigmas and prejudice against the 
LGBT community,” says Christy Mallory, a 
lawyer from the Williams Institute, a sexual 
orientation research center at UCLA. 

California banned the defense in 2014. 
Illinois followed suit this year. 

Lawyers have largely used the defense 
in three ways: to support arguments that 
showed that someone was provoked due 
to learning sexual orientation, to show the 
defendant was under a temporary mental 
impairment, or as a matter of self-defense. 


In 2015, the American Bar Association 
passed a resolution against the defense. 
'When you think about it, it’s pretty unusual 
for attorneys to ban any other [defenses],” 
Dibble says. 

He’s hoping to at least broach the con¬ 
versation in Minnesota, but his bill has no 
Republican coauthors. A companion House 
bill authored by Rep. Erin Maye Quade 
(DFL-Apple Valley) has also yet to even 
receive a hearing in the GOP-dominated

Sun Country for Rich Men 

Stop thinking of Sun Country as a Minnesota airline. Or one with a soul. 


N ext time you buy a ticket to fly 
Sun Country try picturing How¬ 
ard Stern and Martha Stewart, 
cheerily singing along to Sir Elton 
John on a magnificent Long Island estate. 

Leon Black turned 60 in 2011, and cel¬ 
ebrated the day with the opulence one 
might expect of an investment billionaire. 
Black’s wife wore a dress designed by Vera 
Wang—who also showed up to party, as did 
then-New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 

Sir Elton was paid $1 million for the 
birthday gig, where guests like the CEO 
of Goldman Sachs munched on a buffet 
of snow crab and seared foie gras. Sounds 
expensive, but, as Stern told his radio lis¬ 
teners, to a man like Leon Black, “a billion 
dollars is like 10 dollars to us.” 

Earlier this month, Forbes estimated 
Black, cofounder of the Apollo Global 
Management equity fund, to have a net 
worth of $6.6 billion, about $1 billion bet¬ 
ter than his 2017 position. Next year, Black 
should be sitting even prettier. 

Since the mid-2000s, Apollo has amassed 
a portfolio’s worth of name brands: Harrah’s, 
the gamblinginterest behind Caesars Palace 
and other casinos; Jacuzzi; textbook publish¬ 
ers McGraw-Hill; Chuck E. Cheese’s; and 
the three-headed real estate leviathan of 
Sotheby’s, Century 21, and Coldwell Banker. 

In December, Apollo took to the skies, 
announcing plans to acquire Sun Country 
Airlines for an as-yet-undisclosed amount. 
The deal ends the ownership run ofbrothers 
Mark and Marty Davis, notoriously likable 
southern Minnesota natives who grew up 
on a family dairy farm. The Davises bought 
Sun Country in a 2011 bankruptcy auction 
for $34 million, then steered the airline 
out of a near-death-spiral triggered by the 


previous owner, Tom Petters, who’d tied 
Sun Country’s finances to his Ponzi scheme. 

Sun Country was launched in 1983 by 
Minnesota pilots and flight attendants, who 
noticed unmet need for affordable flights to 
pleasant locales. That business model has 
held for decades: Last year, Sun Country’s 
biggest markets, behind its million-plus 
annual fliers from the Twin Cities, were 
tourist destinations: Las Vegas, Los Angeles, 
New York, and Orlando. 

Sun Country has never tried to com¬ 
pete with volume flights or destinations, 
instead selling affordable tickets to folks who 
appreciate local owners and award-winning 
customer service. That’s why Rhonda was 
happy to work there. That and the flight 
benefits. (“Rhonda” is a pseudonym; Sun 
Country does not allow employees to speak 
openly with media.) 

Though past retirement age, she enjoyed 
her duties as a desk agent. Almost every¬ 
one on both sides of the transaction was a 
Minnesotan, married to one, or just happy 
to be visiting. 

“Our agents had the mindset we could 
look at the people on the other side of the 
desk and relate to them,” Rhonda says. “I 
think Sun Country was maybe unique in 
that way to any other airline.” 

Sun Country also didn’t gouge fliers with 
fees, nor j am them together as if each plane 
were a roll of quarters. Despite this greedless 
streak, the airline made alitde money—about 
$20 million profit in 2017, about $15 mil¬ 
lion the year before. That wasn’t enough, 
not even for the Davis brothers, who last 
summer installed Jude Erickson, formerly 
of Allegiant Airlines, as Sun Country’s CEO. 

Within months, Sun Country announced 
plans to charge customers for carry-ons 


(up to $40) and checked bags ($20). Those 
who wished to pick their seat—previously 
for free—would now pay up to $35. Sun 
Country also pledged to install “thinner” 
seats. Not because it noticed customers 
losing weight. An additional 18 asses per 
plane will increase passenger loads by 11 
percent. Your misery is Sun County’s profit. 

All this was before Sun Country was 
bought by investment bankers. Expect 
it to get worse. Soon after the purchase 
announcement, Sun Country said it was 
laying off350 people in Minnesota. Rhonda 
was among them. Not to worry, she and her 
co-workers were informed. They could 
reapply to work for Global Aviation Services, 
the Canadian outfit to which Sun County 
outsourced its desk service. 

There were just a couple catches. 
Rhonda’s pay of $14 an hour would drop 
to $12.50, and her ability to hop on an open 
Sun Country seat would drop five levels, 
from “standby 1” to “standby 6,” which would 
rank her a lower priority than other Sun 
Country workers’ friends. Not even their 
relatives, their friends. 

Rhonda doesn’t need the money. “For a 
lot of my younger co-workers, this is their 
living. It’s them I feel bad for.” She wasn’t 
comfortable working for these New York 
investment guys anyway. “I don’t know that 
the Sun Country that’s coming is one that 
I would be proud to represent,” she says. 

And that’s without knowing about the 
owners’ budding friendship with Jared 
Kushner. On the last day of February, the 
New York Times revealed that Kushner— 
husband to Ivanka Trump, son-in-law 
and at-large advisor to Donald—had taken 
White House meetings with banking and 
investment representatives. Among them:

Apollo Global Management. 

Joshua Harris, who’d co-founded the 
company with Leon Black, “met on mul¬ 
tiple occasions” with Kushner, ostensibly 
to talk about a possible job for Harris in the 
Trump administration. That didn’t happen. 
Here’s what did: 

Apollo floated a $184 million loan to Kush- 
ner’s real estate company, which helped it 
refinance its mortgage on a Chicago sky¬ 
scraper. One month later, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC) dropped an 
investigation into Apollo Global Manage¬ 
ment, quietly killing an inquiry into how 
it reported financial results. 

Leon Black was not at those White House 
meetings. But he was at the U.S. Open tennis 
tournament in 2016, seated next to Kushner, 
a few months before Election Day. Maybe 
someday when you fly Sun Country, you’ll 
picture someone gettinghauled in to testify 
in front of Congress. Or indicted. 

Rhonda’s done with Sun Country, but 
she’s holding on to her job justlong enough 
to get her daughter a cheap flight for spring 
break. Good for her. It might be the last 
nice thing Sun Country does for anyone 
around here.03

A comedian, model, speed-friender, 
and all-around unique individual, 
Estrin can be easily spotted at 
events all over the Twin Cities, 
often sporting a full-body tiger costume 
and armed with a plethora of eye-catching, 
head-scratching signs saying anything 
from “Free Shrugs” to “Ignore Me.” 

But who is he, really? 

“My dad thinks I’m a genius who is going 
nowhere in life,” says Estrin. 

And his opinion? 

“Do you know that person in your life 
who is always happy, connected, and weird¬ 
ing people out?” he asks. “Every moment, 
I do something to create connection in 
the universe between people. My purpose 
on this planet is to make people feel good 
about themselves.” 

While that sounds like hyperbole, Estrin 
is very committed to his cause, thanks to 
his own personal journey. 

“I used to be very introverted and 
depressed. I had no friends until I was 
20,” he says. “I was worthless in every 
social situation, and the only sense of 
importance I had was from a video game 
I’d play with people who I knew I’d never 
meet in real life.” 

With no real direction or feeling of accep¬ 
tance, it took some self-reflection and a 
lot of discomfort to change his outlook. 

“I fell in love with a girl, and everything 
changed,” Estrin explains. “I felt like I 
couldn’t connect with this person because 
I wasn’t good enough and had nothing to 
offer. So I started reading self-help books. I 
watched videos about how to go on a date. 
I studied up on body language. I pushed 
myself to be in social situations. I would 
go to a coffee shop and make myself talk 
to 20 people for five minutes and take 
notes. I hated it, but it made me a better 
person.” 

Yes, he life-hacked howto make friends. 
And it worked. 


One of the friends he’s made over the 
past few years is Margarita Lyadova, a 
student at the U of M. 

“When I first met him, I had no idea 
what was up with this guy,” she laughs. 
“And I thought there was no way he was 
for real. But he’s always really nice to be 
around and super funny. Although when 
he’s wearing more normal clothes and not 
out doing crazy stuff it’s easier to get to 
know him better.” 

Always self-aware, Estrin agrees with 
his friend’s observation. 

“Sometimes when I’m out with some¬ 
one in just a one-on-one situation, I’ll get 
distracted because I want to engage other 
people and create moments,” he says. “But 
then they’re just sitting there like, 'Okay, 
now I’m just watching you do a thing.’ 
So I’m working on being more present 
and engaged with people in those types 
of situations.”

A fter Estrin became more comfort¬ 
able in his own skin, he decided 
to try standup comedy. A few 
years ago, he was preparing for 
a show on Valentine’s Day when a friend 
suggested he hold a speed-dating event 
beforehand as a way to draw more people. 

“I did no marketing at all,” Estrin 
says. “Hundreds of people RSVP’d and 
showed up. That’s when I realized that 
this is what people want. They want to 
connect with each other, and I can help 
give that to them.” 

Instead of hosting more traditional 
speed-dating events, he decided to switch 
things up, organizingspeed-friendinghap- 
penings all over the Twin Cities. 

“Every event is beautiful,” he says. 
'You see people talking and hanging out 
afterwards. They’re making plans to get 
together later. They’re creating connec-

tions. I believe that is my purpose in life: 
to help make those connections.” 

He has helped put together dozens of 
speed-friending events with different 
themes, including speed-friending for 
women, geeks, hipsters, cosplayers, and 
those in the LGBTQ community (You can 
find upcoming speed-friending events on 
Estrin’s website, speedffiendingmn.com.) 

Estrin has also continued to evolve and 
work on his own ability to connect with 
people. That includes his ever-changing 
wardrobe of scarves, jackets, and eye¬ 
catching accessories. 

“I think the way I dress helps me to cre¬ 
ate more of a connection,” he says. ir When 
you’re dressed up in something different 
or unique, it gives people an excuse to 
approach you and start a conversation 
when they might not have otherwise.” 

From festivals to random nights out, 
Estrin says that he has found a way to 
engage strangers, make new connections, 
and create friendships that only a few 
years ago would have seemed out of reach. 

"I’ve had people approach me because 
of the outfits I’m wearing, and invite me 
to bars or parties to hang out with them,” 
he says excitedly. "It’s so incredible, and it 
makes me want to empower other people 
to do the same thing. I want to help con¬ 
nect the world.”

ack on the U of M campus, Estrin 
stops a couple chatting on the 
sidewalk. 

“Would you like some dating 
advice from a dating expert?” he asks. The 
girl and her friend both laugh, not sure 
if he’s being serious. “Wait, let’s do this 
instead,” he says, handing each of them 


a sign that reads, “Dating Expert.” Next, 
he stops other people, asking if they’d 
like some advice from one of the newly 
christened dating experts. Surprisingly, 
people agree to listen, and suddenly he 
has become a mere supporting player in 
this weird, funny, fantastic interaction. 

“Make sure you listen to what your girl¬ 
friend is saying and why she’s feeling that 
way,” the girl offers to her newfound friend 
and relationship advisee. They both laugh, 
but the level of honesty and thoughtful¬ 
ness in the moment doesn’t appear to be 
lost on either of them. Meanwhile, Estrin 
stands off to the side, beaming. 

“I love being able to create small 
moments that change people’s days,” 
Estrin says. “When I first started doing 
this, I would have never let someone else 
touch my signs, because I wanted to have 
control and have it be my thing. Now I 
want to help other people do what I do. 
I don’t need it to be about me.” 

But is this all real? At times, Estrin is 
hard to crack. One second it’s like there’s 
a big joke going on in his mind and no 
one else gets it. The next, he’s speaking 
from the most vulnerable part of his soul, 
articulating things usually left unsaid. And 
the next he’s eating peanut butter straight 
from ajar on a street corner. 

Regardless of whether you know him 
intimately or have simply passed him on the 
sidewalk, Estrin is something of a mascot 
of life. He’s an example of how people 
should strive to be with each other. And 
he’s a reminder that everyone has some¬ 
thing weird, funny, caring, and beautiful 
inside of them. 

“People forget that they’re special,” he 
says without a hint of irony. “Part of making 
connections is helping people appreciate 
themselves.” 03

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MCKEE’S SEAS 

Tim McKee’s Octo Fishbar brings the shore to St. Paul

f to dine well is to be transported, then 
forgive me when I briefly wonder: 
Where the hell am I? 

Comingup for air in the middle of a 
crab-leg-crackingfeast, finding myself sur¬ 
rounded by a kaleidoscopic jellyfish mural, 
a neon-red crab sign, and a shark suspended 
from the stories-high ceiling, I realize I’ve 
lost all sense of place and time. Not only 
because a perfectly steamed crab has that 
transcendent effect on me, but because Octo 
Fishbar, Tim McKee’s anchor restaurant 
in the new Market House Collaborative, is 
unlike any other place in Minnesota. 

In the Market House building in Low- 
ertown, the former home of Heartland, a 
single floor is host to three, soon to be four, 
operations: Octo Fishbar in the open atrium, 
the face-to-face counters of Peterson Farms 
meat and Almanac fish in a little market 
nook, the inimitable Salty Tart bakery in 
a separate cafe space, and in due time, the 
second location of Birch’s on the Lake, a 
brewpub for which McKee will handle the 
menu. If that isn’t dizzying enough, the 
clusters of seating in Octo Fishbar’s open 
space create distinct dining environments. 
The giant u-shaped bar and adjacent tables 
seem plucked from an industrial-chic hotel 
lobby. Not 30 feet away, the chef’s table area 
feels like you’re eating fresh from some 
coastal fish market’s counter. The closest 
you’ll get to a standard dining ambiance is 
in the cozy area near that jellyfish mural. 

Predictably, every single one of these 
seating areas is packed. As the James Beard 
Award-winningformer head chef of La Belle 
Vie, McKee has one of the best pedigrees in 
the Twin Cities. His first step toward Octo 
began when he set down his title of culinary 
director of Parasole Restaurant Holdings 
(Chino Latino, Manny’s, etc.) to become a 
humble fishmonger. (He was, in fact, the 
senior vice president for development at 
the Fish Guys, but a less glamorous post 
nonetheless.) The move was refreshing. 
He bowed out of the limelight for a deep 
dive into the world of marine delicacies, 


before surfacing again here, in St. Paul, to 
prove that if anyone can perfect seafood 
in flyover country, it’s McKee. 

In other words, you should expect a 
wait, sometimes even when you’ve made 
a reservation. This is where the open space 
and the giant bar work in Octo’s favor. Grab 


a cocktail or two (we recommend the El 
Caribe, a not-too-sweet Hurricane, and 
the genuinely spicy margarita), and enjoy 
wandering around the marketplace until 
the hostess retrieves you. 

If the surrounds of Octo Fishbar are 
eclectic, the menu is a Jules Vernian jaunt, 


from Bologna to Boston to Osaka to Guer¬ 
rero, Mexico. The unifying factor is fish 
and fruits de mer—and confident execu¬ 
tion. The menu comes in two parts, the 
first a selection of raw and chilled dishes, 
the second a more standard dinner menu, 
with large and small plates to share, plus 
a succinct list of sandwiches and soups. If 
you’re considering skipping straight to the 
dinner offerings, don’t. You’ll bypass some 
of Octo’s most exquisite bites. 

Seafood towers always impress; here 
they come in a range of sizes with musi¬ 
cally themed names. (“Underwater Love 

by Faith No

“Leviathan by 

Mastodon” could sate a party of 10 or more 
with 18 oysters, 12 clams, 12 mussels, three 
quarters of a pound of shrimp, four chilled 
dishes, crab claws, and jellyfish salad. It 
rings in at $160.) A more discreet selection 
of prepared chilled and raw plates ($12-$14) 
includes a meaty, smoky, must-try swordfish 
belly with sea beans, and a classic peel-and- 
eat shrimp with a charming comeback sauce. 

Wading into the dinner menu, you’ll find 
more shareable plates to stoke the convivial 
vibe. The sneakily undersold “grilled bread” 
raises the bar on baskets, arriving as a plated 
concept with thick slices of pillowy grilled 
bread, drizzled in umami-rich uni butter 
and topped with thin radish slices and sea 
beans. On the far simpler side, the Shore 
Lunch Sunnies are a portal to a warmed 
dock on a July day: hot, never greasy fried 
sunfish fillets get a spritz of brightening 
lemon juice and a dip in not-too-sweet tartar 
sauce. You will ache for summer. 

A meaty lobster roll ($21) tweaked with 
kewpie mayo and miso, and enhanced with 
swoon-worthy milk bread by Salty Tart, is 
a new-kid rival to the old favorite at Smack 
Shack. It presents beautifully, with a flour¬ 
ish of shaved Japanese pickles and furikake 
fine enough to adorn a royal wedding hat.

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The classic thin-cut fries are a simple but 
essential accessory. 

No sooner have you left Boston than 
you’ve been plunked down in Mexico, with 
a bowl of seafood-heavy posole verde in 
front of you, or a platter of DIY hamachi 
collar tacos. Pick luscious bits of meaty 
hamachi for your tortillas, garnished with 
pickled onions, radishes, and smoky chi- 
potle sauce. Best of all was the inspired 
combination of soft scrambled eggs with 
rich chorizo fat, springy baby squid, and 
tiny potato crisps; I’ve had nothing like it 
in the Twin Cities. 

Whisked away to Italy, find the octopus 
bolognese, a clever trick of chopped octopus 
and roe that blend into the exact look and 
similar texture of a meat gravy. In this case, 
the roe made the sauce slightly sweet, a 
surprise for anyone expecting the acid and 
umami of tomato and beef, but the overall 
effect was beguiling, a twist on convention 
that will please an open mind. 

Among other unexpected delights, the 
grilled bok choy with anchovy and egg was 
a playful twist on a Caesar salad. Order the 
highly poppable shishito peppers and watch 
the bonito flakes dance in the steam. And 
forget what you know of sad hors d’oeuvres 
shrimp toast: This version comes topped 
with sweet and tangy Bulldog sauce, nori, 
and bonito, is served with a side of pick- 
led veggies, and will have you closing your 
eyes and sinking deep into your chair to 
maximize enjoyment. Finally, the dessert 
menu answers the question, “Don’t we all 
really just want pie for dessert?” with a 
resounding, ‘Yes! We do!” While out of step 
with the worldly menu that came before, 
the miniature pecan pie from Salty Tart is 
the best I’ve had since leaving the South. 
I will never say no to its flaky crust in the 
interest of flavor continuity. 

Like any good “catch of the day” joint, 
Octo switches up its menu regularly, keep¬ 
ing a shark-like forward momentum in the 
kitchen. Some of the items mentioned here 
might be gone in a month. That plate of 
snow crab legs I lost myself in wasn’t there 
on our first few visits. An old menu online 
teases “blowfish tails” with “Buffalo sauce 
and nori ranch,” but we never got our paws 
on them. A discontinued aquavit White Rus¬ 
sian on the cocktail menu still nags at me. 

In any case, a fresh menu is preferable 
here—if for no other reason than it some¬ 
how quells the fear of old seafood. Every 
Minnesotan has at one point or another 
been greeted with a wrinkled-up nose or a 
vigorous head shake when offering a visitor 
some oceanic fare. 

“Seafood? In Minnesota? I’ll pass.” 

Ah well, let them eat some of Octo’s land- 
based goodies—the locally sourced Peterson 
ribeye should entice. Meanwhile, we’ll be 
floating away, blissful, carried out to sea on 
a raft of crab legs. B3

Complicated caper Gringo is an unsatisfying attempt at action-comedy

N ash Edgerton’s Gringo claims 
to be a mix of dark comedy and 
“white-knuckle action,” but 
truthfully, the longtime stunt¬ 
man’s latest directorial feature doesn’t 
offer much of either. 

The setup is there: Aby-the-book corpo¬ 
rate stooge named Harold Soyinka (David 
Oyelowo) is entangled (though oblivious) 
in some shady Big Pharma drug dealings. 
Drowning in debt, on the cusp of losing 
his job, and cuckolded by one of his bosses 
(Joel Edgerton), Harold decides to fake 
his own kidnapping and demand a $5 
million ransom. Unfortunately, Harold 
underestimates his employers’ scumbag- 
gery, and the appearances of a seasoned 
mercenary and a Mexican cartel only make 
his situation worse. 

The problem is there’s also a boy¬ 
friend/girlfriend drug mule subplot, 
another subplot about two guys running 
a hotel, and a love triangle. The attempt 
at intricacy is admirable and perhaps 
could have worked in more skilled hands, 


but Gringo’s various parts don’t add up 
to anything special. It’s a complicated 
movie, just not in a good way. 

Gringo lays the foundation for charac¬ 
ter development that never really plays 
out in a meaningful way. It’s like the 
screenwriters completed two-thirds of 
a script but weren’t sure how to finish 
it, so they just went back and elaborated 
ad nauseam on what they’d already writ¬ 
ten. The result is a 110-minute film that 
feels much, much longer—and yet also 
somehow hurried. 

Sadly, the end of the movie is completely 
flat. The drug at the center of everything— 
a weed pill, somewhat stupidly—only 
factors in tangentially. Multiple charac¬ 
ters find themselves the victims of easy 
outs, leaving us to wonder what purpose 
they served at all. (Harry Treadaway and 
Amanda Seyfried, for example, could 
be completely removed from the movie 
without changing much.) 

Beyond the plot lines, you’d expect a 
stuntman would have a pretty good grasp 
on action sequences. Yet even here, there’s 
nothing to write home about. Some car

area theaters, now showing 


hijinks and a quick shootout or two are 
apparently enough to check the “white- 
knuckle action” box. 

For what it’s worth, the cast does a 
decent job with the material given. Harold 
becomes a weak stereotype the more you 
think about him, but Oyelowo seems to 
have a lot of fun with the role. Charlize 
Theron’s character—the bombshell cor¬ 
porate cutthroat who uses sexuality to get 
what she wants—feels overdone, though 
Theron is good enough to make lemonade 
out of the situation. And Sharlto Copley 
stands out as an American gun-for-hire 
who has changed his ways. It’s a shame 
that his story never pays off. 

Gringo is the kind of movie people go into 
without too many expectations. You might 
hope for a pleasant surprise—some excite¬ 
ment, some action, some laughs. There’s a 
million little things going on in this movie, 
but they don’t make much of an impact. B3

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NEWSIES 

Chanhassen’s well-crafted pageant is as tight as a drum

illennials will never stop loving 
Newsies —and they may never 
stop playing them, either. 
The 2011 musical, based on 
the 1992 movie with a large cult follow¬ 
ing, requires some suspension of disbelief. 
Unmistakably adult actors play impover¬ 
ished teen vendors who launch a “children’s 
crusade” with the goal of preventing NYC 
publishers from raising the price they charge 
newsies for stacks of “papes” to sell. 

Now playing in an entertaining produc¬ 
tion at the Chanhassen Dinner Theatres, 
the show works because it doesn’t strain 
for any unlikely heights. You go to Newsies 
to see singing and dancing newsies, and 
that is absolutely what you’re goingto get. 
Keeping a steady beat of plucky defiance, 
Newsies is to Les Miserables what Spaghet¬ 
tis are to French onion soup. 

Befitting its Disney pedigree, Newsies 
is a model of clarity in storytelling, nearly 
to the point of self-parody. (At one point, 
comrades from the southeast arrive singing, 
'We’re from Brooklyn! We are newsies! We 
are Brooklyn newsies!”) Jack Feldman’s 
lyrics aren’t particularly poetic, but they 
fit Alan Menken’s catchy and rhythmic 
music with great precision, making the 
songs lucid and highly singable. 

The show is a fine choice for the Chanhas¬ 
sen, which is about nothing if not hitting 
its marks. Director Michael Brindisi was 
born to lead this platoon of newsies, who 
glory in their exploration of a time-honored 
theatrical trope: the Street-Smart New York 
Kids. Jaws firmly set, rakish hats and jaunty

kerchiefs in place, they scamper forth to 
jazz-dance for justice. What’s not to love? 

In the leadingroles of ace newsie Jack and 
aspiring reporter Katherine, Aleks Knezev- 
ich and Ruthanne Heyward are so on-point 
they could almost be computer-generated. If 
you’re going to play a fresh-faced newsboy 
when you’re entering the upper age range 
of contestants on The Bachelor, you really 
have to commit to the bit, and Knezevich 
gives it—as Arie Luyendyk Jr. might say—a 
thousand percent. 

That note of unblinking sincerity reso¬ 
nates down the cast, with a particularly 
resolute performance by Lucas Wells as 
“Crutchie,” the most literally named newsie. 
(It’s best not to speculate regarding what 
more colorful nicknames real-life newsies 
might have bestowed.) This is a show that’s 
truly about the ensemble, and by opening 
night they were already tight as a drum. 

Scenic designer Nayna Ramey’s sturdy, 
weathered set gives the urchins an ample 
playground for running and jumping and 
sliding around. Photographs and text pro¬ 
jected on a large upstage screen are more 
distracting than informative, though. 

Newsies is a spectacular showcase for 
choreographer Tamara Kangas Erickson, 
who delivers one jolt of energy after another. 
The dinner theater’s Main Stage brings the 
audience close to the action, showcasing 
the confident pizazz of this well-crafted 
pageant for all the newsies fit to sprint. B3

Dusty Heart capture the sound of the seasons on their debut album

D usty Heart got offto aquickstart. 

When Molly Dean and Bar¬ 
bara Jean first crossed paths 
two years ago, they both had 
already made names for themselves as 
singer-songwriters, and had performed 
with other groups around town. But the 
moment they collaborated there was a 
definite creative spark. 

Other musicians quickly took note of 
their special sound, and within a month 
of the duo’s first meeting, Dave Simonett 
and Dave Carroll of Trampled by Turtles 
asked Dusty Heart to open for them on 
their upcoming Colorado tour. 

4 We were like, Wow, we need some songs. 
And a band name,”’ says singer and viola/ 
banjo player Barbara Jean with a laugh. 
“It happened so fast because the first con¬ 
nection was so strong. When we first sat 
down to sing and play together, the way 
our voices connected was immediate. A 
lot of times you have to work really hard 
to find that in another singer, you have to 
shift and shape to their voice. But the very 
first time we sangtogether it was like, whoa, 
there is somethingthere that feels like we’re 
siblings, or connected in a way that doesn’t 
always sonically happen.” 

That sense of connection, as well as the 
duo’s restless spirit, courses through Dusty 
Heart’s eponymous debut. It’s an album 
born out of their shared love of travel and 
the touring that helped fortify the band’s 
early sound. “Our big thing is we like to take 
time to leave the city, go somewhere and 
unplug from everything, and cultivate some 
sort of space that allows for exploration,” 
guitarist/vocalist Molly Dean says of their 
creative process. 'Writing and playing with 
no strings attached, just being free and easy 
about it. And a lot of these songs come from 
those times we took to get away.” 

'We love going to the woods and being 
in the wild, just subjecting ourselves to the 
quiet and the deafening silence that you 
find there. We love wild places, we seek 
them out,” adds Barbara Jean. 'We love 
touring because we get to see so much of 
this country and this world. It’s amazing 
how gorgeous it is. We talk about that all 
the time when we’re on the road.” 

There’s a lived-in, assured quality to the 
material that reflects the band’s patient

approach to getting these songs precisely 
right, both on stage and in the studio. While 
Dusty Heart’s stirring live show has had 
fans waiting as patiently as they can for the 
group to finally release a record, the duo 
just laughs off any pressure of expectations. 

“It’s funny, because it only feels like a 
longtime because we immediately hit the 
ground running,” Barbara Jean explains. 
'We had our solo projects behind us, so we 
were already out playing shows. We’ve only 
really known each other for two years; it’s 
not that long to start a project and release 
a record.” 

Listening to the eight songs on the album 
is like experiencing all four Minnesota sea¬ 
sons in a single day. You can feel the heat and 
humidity as a summer storm approaches 
on “Blue Wing” and the chill of impending 
winter in the wistful hush of “Timbre and 
Trail” and 'Wild Whispers.” “Broke Down” 


suggests the boundless potential of spring, 
while “Bury Me” conveys the inevitable 
dark loss of autumn as our nights grow 
longer. All of these complex emotions are 
conjured by Dusty Heart’s spare arrange¬ 
ments—mainly banjo, acoustic guitar, and 
viola—and the duo’s soaring harmonies, 
which carry the songs skyward like a prayer 
for abetter day. 

The fixed but fragile core of the duo’s 
material remains intact even when they fill 
out their sound with the work of guest musi- 
cians. In addition to the album’s producer, 
Michael Lewis (the bassist and saxophon¬ 
ist best known for his work with Happy 
Apple and Bon Iver), and Tom Herbers, who 
recorded and mixed most of the album at 
Creation Audio studios, Dusty Heart enlisted 
an all-star team of Twin Cities musicians to 
support them, including Jeremy Hanson, JT 
Bates, Jeremy Ylvisaker, ErikKoskinen, and 
Eric Mayson, whose radiant piano strains 
help bring “In the Cool” to life. 

“The best musicians are the ones who can 
play a million notes, but don’t. Those are 
the people we chose to work with on this

What 
Is Love? 

My boyfriend 
might be a psychopath 

’m a 33-year-old woman from Mel- 
I bourne, Australia, dating a 24-year- 
I old man. We’ve been dating for about 
A eight months; it is exclusive and official. 
He’s kind and sweet, caring and giving, and 
his penis is divine. The thing is, he confessed 
to me recently that he doesn’t really “feel.” 
The way he explained it is, the only emo¬ 
tions he feels are fear and anxiousness that 
he’ll disappoint the people he cares about. 
He says he’s never been in love. He said his 
dad is the same way. The only time I see 
him really “feel” are when he’s high, which 
he is semi-frequently. He uses MDMA and 
he comes alive. He seems the way a “nor¬ 
mal” person does when they’re in love, but 
when he’s sober ; it’s like he’s trying to mimic 
the things a person in love would say or do. 
I confessed I am falling in love with him 
recently and told him I wasn’t saying this 
with any expectation ofhim feeling the same; 
I just wanted him to know. He responded 
that he cares for me a lot—but that’s it. I’m 
now worried that he’ll never love me. I don’t 
want kids, so time isn’t critical for me, but I 
don’t want to be with someone who won’t 
ever love me. 

LACKING ONE VAUNTED EMOTION 

You didn’t use the P-word (psychopath) 
or the S-word (sociopath), LOVE, but both 
came to mind as I was reading your letter. 
Someone who isn’t capable of feeling? Isn’t 
that textbook P-word/S-word stuff? 

“The fear with someone who doesn’t 
Teel’ is that they may be a psychopath or 
a sociopath, terms that are used inter¬ 
changeably,” said Jon Ronson, author of 
The Psychopath Test: A Journey Through 
the Madness Industry. “And lots of the items 
on the psychopath checklist relate to an 
inability to experience deep emotions—like 
shallow affect, lack of empathy, and lack 
of remorse. However, I have good news 
for LOVE! This line: The only emotions 
he really feels are fear and anxiousness 
that he’ll disappoint the people he cares 
about’ is the critical one. Psychopaths do 
not feel anxiety. In fact, my favorite thing a 
psychologist said to me about this was: Tf 
you’re worried you maybe psychopath, that 
means you aren’t one.’ Also, psychopaths 
don’t care about disappointing loved ones!

All those emotions that relate to an overac¬ 
tive amygdala—fear, remorse, guilt, regret, 
empathy—psychopaths don’t feel them.” 

So your boyfriend’s not a psychopath. 
Not that you asked. But, you know, just in 
case you were worried. Anyway... 

My hunch is that your boyfriend’s prob¬ 
lem isn’t an inability to feel love, LOVE, 
but an inability to recognize the feelings 
he’s having as love. (Or potentially love, 
as it’s only been eight months.) What is 
romantic love but a strong desire to be with 
someone? The urge to be sweet to them, to 
take care of them, to do for them? Maybe 
he’s just going through the motions with 
you—a conscious mimic-it-till-you-make it 
strategy—or maybe the double whammy of a 
damaged dad and that toxic masculinity stuff 
sloshing around out there left him blocked, 
LOVE, or emotionally constipated. And 
while MDMA can definitely be abused— 
moderation in all things, kids, including 
moderation—the effect it has on him is a 
hopeful sign. MDMA is not an emotional 
hallucinogen; the drug has been used in 
couples counseling and to treat PTSD, not 
because it makes us feel things that aren’t 
there (in the way a hallucinogen makes us 
see things that aren’t there), but because it 
allows genuine feelings to surface and, for 
a few hours, to be felt intensely. So he can 
feel love—he just has to learn how to tap 
into those feelings and/or recognize them 
without an assist from MDMA. 

Jon Ronson had one last bit of advice 
for you, LOVE: “Marry him and his divine 
penis!” 

I agree with Jon, of course, but a long, 
leisurely engagement is definitely in order. 
You’ve only been seeing this guy and his 
divinity dick for eight months—don’t pro¬ 
pose to him for at least another year, LOVE, 
and make marriage conditional upon him 
seeing a shrink four times as often as he 
sees his MDMA dealer.
